I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  above  year.

The  Vital  Statistics  shows  the  death  rate  to  be  lower  this  year,  out  of  56  deaths 
registered,  no  less  than  41  were  of  persons  of  65  years  and  upwards.  The  birth  rate  however  is 
lower  this  year,  the  numbers  being  26  boys  and  21  girls. 

The  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  few  and  will  in  my  opinion  become  less  on  the  completion 
of  the  Slum  Clearance  Scheme. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  still  chiefly  concerned  in  Agriculture  and 
markets  for  cattle  and  other  farming  produce,  but  its  residential  advantages  are  increasing,  and 
13  new  residential  houses  were  built  during  the  year. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

W^ater  Supply.  The  Springs  yielded  a good  and  plentiful  supply  of  water  throughout 
the  year,  the  rainfall  during  the  summer  months  being  heavy.  The  analysis  of  the  water  was 
satisfactory. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — Since  the  new  notice  boards  were  fixed,  the  fouling  of  the  fore- 
shore has  to  a great  extent  been  abated.  Action  should  be  taken  against  offenders. 

Refuse  l ip. — The  new  refuse  tip  is  working  satisfactorily,  is  well  removed  from  the 
nearest  dwelling,  no  nuisance  has  occurred,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received.  The  old 
tip  is  being  covered  with  earth  and  hard  material. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Farm. — The  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works  has  been 
satisfactory  and  no  complaint  has  been  received  from  official  quarters. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  scheme  submitted  for  the  relaying  of  many  of  the  very 
old  and  defective  sewers  in  the  town  and  also  certain  improvements  at  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  work  will  be  completed  during 
the  present  year. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  number  of  pail  closets  is  now  only  23  and  when 
action  can  be  taken  with  respect  to  many  more  properties  already  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  demolition  this  number  will  be  further  reduced,  and  the  time  is  not  far  dis 
tant  when  the  last  remaining  pail  closets  will  be  discontinued  or  converted  into  water  carriage 

system. 

The  last  five  privies  remain  the  same.  These  are  on  outlying  farms  and  cannot  at  the 
present  time  be  drained  into  the  sewers. 

Housing. — 12  new  residential  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  5 are  in 
course  of  construction.  54  houses  of  different  types  to  accommodate  displaced  persons  from 
Clearance  Areas,  are  to  be  erected  shortly  on  the  Tenfields  Housing  Estate. 
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The  survey  and  reports  of  the  last  remaining  Clearance  areas  will  be  prepared  and 
presented  at  an  early  date. 

Rehousing  accommodation  for  the  displaced  persons  from  all  Clearance  Areas  and  over- 
crowded houses  will  be  provided. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

Sanitary  Administration. — List  of  Adoptive  Acts,  Bye  Laws  and  Local  Regulations 
relating  to  the  Public  Health  includes  the  Public  Health  Act  1907,  Factory  and  Workshops  Act 
1901,  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops  Order  1885,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act 
1922,  Bye-laws  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  (now  being  revised).

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report,  which  summarises  the  work  done  by  his  department, 
includes  visits  and  inspections  by  myself  in  conjunction  with  the  Inspector  with  respect  to 
infectious  diseases,  dairies,  cowsheds  and  other  cases  occurring  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.

Precautions  Against  Infectious  Disease. — 73  houses  disinfected  after  infectious  disease. 

General. — Number  of  new  houses  erected  during  the  year,  12  ; number  of  such  houses 
occupied  during  year,  12;  total  number  water-closets  in  district,  1,303;  total  number  of  ash- 
closets  in  district,  23  ; total  number  of  ash-pit  privies  in  district,  5. 


Factories  and  Workshops. — 2 factories  and  22  workshops  are  contained  in  the 
Register,  no  alterations  having  been  made  during  the  year. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — There  is  only  one,  23,  Bridgegate,  which  is  fairly 
satisfactory. 

Smoke  Abatement. — There  has  been  only  one  smoke  nuisance  reported  in  the  area 
during  the  year,  and  this  was  abated  after  serving  informal  notice. 

Schools. — The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  the  schools  are  fairly  good, 
improvements  to  six  w.c.s  and  one  urinal  having  recenty  been  carried  out.  No  special  action  has 
been  taken  in  relation  to  the  condition  of  the  Schools  or  the  health  of  the  scholars  other  than 
those  indicated  by  complaint  to  the  Authorities.  One  school  has  been  fumigated  as  a precaution 
against  infectious  disease.

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. — The  Register  comprises  19  Milk-Sellers.  Of 
this  number  18  are  retail  and  one  a wholesale  producer,  and  5 have  Cowsheds  in  the  Urban  Area. 

Slaughter-houses. — The  number,  seven,  remains  the  same,  three  of  which  are  sub- 
ject to  yearly  licence,  and  all  are  kept  in  fair  conformity  with  the  Bye-laws. 

Meat  Regulations. — No  complaint  has  been  received  with  regard  to  any  foods.  All 
slaughter-houses,  market  stalls,  and  other  places  where  food  is  prepared  are  subjected  to  frequent 
supervision.  No  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  was  made,  and  all  slaughter-men  are 
now  registered.  Killings  : — 620  cattle,  147  calves,  723  pigs,  2276  sheep.  All  necessary  inspections 
were  made  and  although  2 emergency  slaughterings  were  made  the  carcases  were  of  high  quality. 
There  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Adulteration,  etc. — No  action  taken  or  required. 

Water,  Food  and  Drugs.  — The  analysis  of  the  Water  Supply  was  satisfactory. 
Improvement  is  still  necessary  for  the  better  protection  of  perishable  foodcommodities,  and  this 
apparently  can  only  be  brought  about  by  propaganda  and  the  helpful  assistance  of  the  intending 
purchasers.  No  special  examination  of  food  was  required  or  made.

No  special  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  investigation  of  maternal  deaths  and  cases  of  puerperal  fever 
or  puerperal  pyrexia. 

Institutional  provision  for  the  care  of  Mental  Defectives,  nil. 


Infectious  Diseases  Generally. 

Notifiable  Diseases  during  1358. — Apart  from  Scarlet  Lever  the  area  has  been 
comparatively  free  from  infectious  disease  as  the  statistics  show.  The  only  cases  dealt  with 
(where  necessary)  by  removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  are  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and 
Small  Pox. 

All  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examinations  are  made  by  the  Newcastle  Centre, 
and  ail  Sera-Vaccines  and  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  are  supplied  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
where  necessary  and  required.  Strict  inquiries  are  always  made  as  to  possible  contacts  and  the 
source  of  infection,  and  on  several  occasions  the  Schools  have  been  specially  inspected. 

No  special  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  tests,  but  the  Urban  Council  has 
adopted  the  method  of  immunization  against  Diphtheria,  and  there  has  been  a good  response 
from  the  public. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Influenza,  which  was  of  a mild  type.

4 new  cases  were  registered  during  the  year,  i death  was  registered. 

No  notification  of  any  tubercular  employees  in  the  milk  trade  has  been  received,  nor 
has  any  action  been  taken  under  any  Article  of  the  Tuberculosis  Regulation. 

There  was  no  reason  to  suspect  non-notification  or  neglect.  All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are 
advised  as  to  the  necessity  for  disinfection  and  the  paramount  need  for  cleanliness  and  fresh  air. 

All  cases  are  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Weekly  returns  of  all  cases 
notified  are  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

All  cases,  where  suitable,  are  referred  to  the  County  Authorities  at  the  Dispensary  at 
Darlington,  and  if  necessary  are  removed  to  a Sanatorium  for  special  treatment. 
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Venereal  Diseases. — Any  case  requiring  special  treatment  would  come  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Council  Authorities,  and  no  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Venereal 
Disease  Act,  1917. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

Public  Health  Staff.  — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  Officer.  A 
Veterinary  surgeon  has  been  appointed  as  Inspector  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
1924.  Grants  are  made  to  the  salaries  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a whole-time  Officer.  Half  of  his  salary  as 
Inspector  is  paid  by  the  Urban  Council  and  half  by  the  County  Council 

The  District  Nurses  are  part-time  Officers.  They  are  Queen’s  Nurses  (State  Registered) 
and  act  as  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Nurses  and  hold  the  Certificate  for  Midwifery.  One 
is  also  Health  Visitor  acting  under  the  County  Council.  There  is  also  a Nursing  Home  at  32 
Bede  Road  (proprietress,  Hilda  Smurthwaite,  s.r.n.,  s.c.m.),  and  Registered  for  three  persons. 

Hospitals. — There  are  no  special  Hospitals  for  Tuberculosis,  Maternity  or  Children  in 
the  district. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Urban  District  Council  to  join  the  Joint 
Hospital  Board  Scheme,  and  for  infectious  cases  to  go  into  one  of  their  hospitals. 

The  Workhouse  Hospital  is  the  only  Institntion  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  etc. 

Ambulance  facilities  consist  of  a motor  ambulance  van  for  infectious  cases,  and  a motor 
ambulance  for  accident  and  urgent  cases  for  Hospital. 

Nursing  arrangements. — There  is  a local  Nursing  Association  consisting  of  a Voluntary 
Ladies’  Committee.  Two  qualified  Nurses  are  provided,  and  the  public  can  have  their  services  on 
payment  of  a small  fee.  They  are  available  in  all  surgical  or  medical  cases,  but  not  in  notifiable 
infectious  cases,  such  as  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria. 

The  County  Council  assists  the  Association  by  annual  grants  towards  midwifery.  The 
ordinary  expenses  are  met  by  the  Association. 

The  District  Nurses  are  practising  midwives  in  the  District. 


Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.— Clinic  taken  over  by  County  Council. 


Summary  of  Vital  Statistics. 

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  56.  Of  these  10  were  of  non-residents 
registered  and  6 of  residents  not  registered,  leaving  a total  of  52  and  a rate  of  I3’03  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population  of  3,990. 

Births. — The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  40  giving  a rate  of  I0'02  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  of  3990.
